half way between us. “We retumed to the ship 
atnight, having advanced altogether about 11 
miles, from camp. During the three days we 
were on shore we were treated ina most hospit- 
able manner’ by. the Chun-tai and his officers; 
‘nothing. in fact ‘could have exceeded their kind- 
neas, and I'must say that the Chun-tai,, whose 
name is’ Low-sung-yuen, showed a deal more 
courage than many ofhis subordinates. He was 
always in, the ‘front, and seemed much pleased 
to have the sailorsas akind ofguard, 1 heard 
that he has been on service for thirty years in 
various parts of the Empire. Ne could speak 
noEnglish; but ve got on famously with the 
aid of an’ interpreter. We have had him on 
board as passenger many times since then, and 
always found hinito be the samecourtcous, jovial 
oldgentleman. I had almost forgotten’ an inci- 
‘dent that occured whilst we were recrossing the 
stream before "mentioned Close to the 
stockade the ground was of a.sandy nature, and 
looked all right, but it turned out to: be bog,

While rambling about the hills around here 
weshot many green pigeons, with yellow. tips

Wealso brought 
down a. hare, and many different kinds of 
binds. There area large’ number of fishing 
janks here from Macao, all preparing to rcturn, 
with cargocs of saltcd fish. From these the 
Lis obtain powder and old muskels in exchange 
fora variety of articles. ae 
On the 2oth we procécded to the anchorage 
in Teo-sing Bay, and took on board 19 prisoncrs 
whowere supposed to have been implicated in the 
wrecking,of the Quin/a; these we took to Hoi- 
how to await their trial, From this time until 
the 2oth of March our cruiser was constantly 
employed in running on imporlant service be- 
tween Canton and the ports of Licnpok and 
Suitung. On the 2oth of March we anchored 
off Hainan Heads, about 7.00pm. This. part 
of the country has a desolate appearance, being 
altsand ‘and rocks; and until the recent surveys 
of H.M.S. Afagpie, the navigation was considered 
dangcrous by: merchant vessels, although the 
Viccroy’s gunboais have uscd the inside passage 
for more than twelve years. I have been ‘told by 
agentleman who stayed for twoweeks at Hainan 
Heads that all the rocks close to the water are 
good marble of different colors. The following 
‘morning (March ast) we proceeded to Hoihow, 
leaving there: again on the afternoon of the 
a3rd under sail.. We made Chung Fan the next 
morning ;and from there proceeded to Kon 
Moon harbor under steam, where we anchor 
onthe 26th aboutnoon, We could always rely 
on shooting from fifteen,to.twenty pigeons in 
the course of an afternoon at this place, and one 
day 1 was lucky enough to secure a wild - pig 
Onthe retof Aprilwe started in the morning, and 
tock a, sampan upthe creck as far‘as we could,’ 
and then walked inland. At the end of the ins 
side ‘creek there are a number of good’ salt flats, 
worked by the Chinese; they have also got a 
shed built, in which were twelye pans about 


feet 6 inches ‘in diametre with fires undamneath 
then, and in which. the brine {i bailed away. 


The salt they tuned out was very good, and 
clean.’ Procuring one of these people for a Rude, 
hamlet about dusk; the younger men all cleared 
out as we approached the huts, the women, 
children, and one old ‘blind man alone remain. 
ing. We gat down thinking that they would 
returm and take us somewhere where the deer’ 


were likely to come down: to drink, but’ they, 


The guide- weit 
and offered them good pay for.their services 
during the night, but they would not come back.
